H.v the middle of the 
week the tlior«mKl*brt*ds will liave exchau(r*‘d tlie 
mists and eliill of Cliurchill Downs for tlie sunny, 
smilinK elimate of the I’earl of tlie .\ntilles. After 
their arrival there will lie a week of rest and 
preparation liefore tlie eiirtain rises for tlie Ha- 
vana meetiii}:. wliicli will extend one hundred days 
or more, in wliicli time tlierc will lie ample opiior- 
uinity for tiie tliorouglibreds to garner some of the 
prises offered.

LONDON, England. October 26. — 'The Middle Park 
Plate was really the most interesting race of the 
Cesarewitch week. Wo had to guess which was the 
best of the two-year-olds. Still we are not now 
thoroughly clear because Alan Breck did not run. 
and Leighton, which is niiheaten, was not nominated. 
Pliamiarie was also absent. I understand that the 
owner of Monarch is willing to match his colt 
against the filly at weight-for-sex for $23,000 — • 
distance, five-eighths or over. 

There were 144 entries for tlie Middle Park Plate, 
which closed in November last year. In the future 
it is to be n stake with an added value of $5,000. 
The $25 entry is to be abolished. This year that 
source contrilmtcd over .$3,500 toward tiie $5,000 
given to the race This year the owner of Monarch 
received $18,125. 

The eight runners for the race iniladed the re- 
mainder of the two-year-olds of high class and 
brilliance. Lemonora starte<l favorite owing to his 
defeat of Humorist and Alan Breck at Doncaster 
when the last named was a shadow of himself. 
Indeed, that race may have done him infinite barm. 
Second favorite was Thunderer, which finished in 
front of Monarch at Ascot. ’The son of Tracery 
was then unlucky, as he stumbled. In September at 
Newbury, Thunderer won a valuable Foal Stakes, 
in which he was called upon to give so much weight 
that his chance seemed hopeless. Humorist won 
the Clearwell Stakes tliree days prior to the Middle 
Park Plate. Before that race Air. Joel was asked 
the definite question ns to which he regarded as 
his best colt. He readily replied: “At home Hum- 
orist is best, but after Thunderer’s iierformance at 
Newbury I have my doubts.” The betting slK>we<l 
the public took that view, for Tliunilerer was 9 to 
4 and Humorist lU to 1. 

Alonarch was a popular tip. He was confidently 
exjH'cted to win by all who knew most about him. 
Yet tiie public, as there was no mystery, would 
not have him. One might have asked tlie question, 
Wliy slioiild not Alonarch win'? He laid run six 
times. He won four good races, was unlucky at 
Ascot and was sliln sore when Alan Breck beat him 
in July. A longish rest had benefited him greatly 
and he is now fur heavier and more museulur 
than in tlie summer when several American visitors 
at Newmarket took exception to liis condition. 

Polemarcli, a son of 'flie Tetrarch. is a partic- 
nlarl.v good-looking colt, but the other, The Te- 
trarch — Syrian Prince, still lacks strength. 

It was an excellent start and Alonarch was soon 
in Ills stride. Lemonora. as is liis custom, dropped 
back. Wlien his rider called on him he made 
no impression on tlie leader. lie wants a level 
course, 'riiunderer was l>eaten n long way from 
Iwme. He has a suspicious near fore joint and 
ma.v not like the hard going. All tlie same he b:*- 
longs to a family quite deficient in stamina. 

At a Iiiilf mile it lodked us tliough Monarch 
would win by two or three lengths. His jockey 
was riding so confidently tliat Humorist was able 
to reduce his lead. In the last i>iglitli MonnrcU 
pecked twice, wlifcli no doitht enabled Air Joel’s 
second string to run to a liead with Polemarcli 
a length and a half away third.

Hlevier bred liis dam Teofani. which 
won a five-eightlis Jmndirap worth $5,000. Her 
first two foals dd not r:ice. Then came Teo. a 
selling plater. She was followed by Royal Bucks, 
wliich was so famous last season. The next four 
years Teofani only produced one foal. In 1918 
Alonarch was foaled. Teofani has a gray yearling 
filly by Uoi Henale and a bay filly foal by 'I'lie 
Tetrarch. 

Teofani is h.v Black Duck, an obscure son of 
Galopin— Cigarette, a mare by Alarco, whicii Mr. 
Kievier bought as a yearling and raceil unsuccess- 
fully for two seasons. Teofani was her first foal. 
Teofani was a sister to Heronry, a speedy two- 
year-old winner of four races’. They were from 
Dame Heron, b.v Ia>wlaiid Chief — Kent Day, which 
hre«I some unimportant winners. Slie was by. 
Toucliet — I.,ady Day, a winner of six races. This 
is not distinguished lineage, so the source of Alon- 
nrcli’s merit is fairly clear. Here is his five-line 
pedigree :

The English trainer, A. A\'. (“Parson”) Parkes, 
who recently died in England, was for several years 
an Episcopal clergyman and always a peculiar 
charucter. He was wiser about horses than souls 
and resigned to train the horses of Air. Bleackley 
and was successful. 

Conimeiitiiig on the “Parson’s” death, the Special 
Commissioner of the London Sportsman wrote as 
follows; “.After Air. Bleackle.r’s death he trained 
intermittently at Epsom, Shrewton and elsewhere 
for various owners, but on tlie outbreak of the 
war he gave up raiing and set liimself energeticall.v 
to war work. lie had managed to secure a particu- 
larly good machine for making horseshoes, and lie 
obtained from l.s)rd Kitchener a contract to supply 
as many shoes as be eoiilil ns long as the war 
lasted. He soon liad about 300 men working in day 
and night shifts, and turned out millions of shoes. 
He had never really lost the parson’s instincts, and 
he neither attended n race meeting nor made a 
single bet until the war ended. Then, having done 
his patriotic work, he went back to his first love, 
and having met Air. Dickson, who has important 
interests In the steel trade, he set about training 
for that gentleman, and was almost immediately 
successful with such winners as Piraeus and Orange 
AV'llliam. He was educated at Dublin and Durham 
Universities and graduated with first-class honors. 
I can well imagine that as a preacher he would be 
second to none, for lie was an extraordinarily ready 
and eloquent* speaker. No one whom I ever heard 
surpassed him, especially on election platforms, for 
which he was always in great request. Nor did I 
ever meet a man who was better or more amusing 
company.”
